This  reassuring  statement  is  bmnghl 
by  Mr.  O.  M.  Croft,  of  Auckland,  the 
«-<^rr*^**"  Tirada  CcHnunlssioner  in  New 
Zealand.  Who  arrived  on  the  Ms. 
Aorangi  last  evening.  After  an  In- 
terval of  four  and  a  half  years  he  has 
come  back  to  Canada,  following  the 
usual  practice  adopted  for  comialsalon- 
ers  to  renew  a«><x-iation  with  Canadian 
trade  conditions  perioduallv  He  will 
travel  through  a  nurnljcr  of  important 
Canadian  centres  to  pla^  <•  before  man- 
iifactuiars  and  commercial  men  the 
oppOflnnRles  for  trade  In  the  Southern 
Dominion,  he  told  The  Colonist. 

Mr.  Croft's  connections  have  particu- 
lar interest  for  Vuiorla  manufacturers 
In  roofing,  sa-sh  and  door,  and  allied 
producU  which  have  been  shipped  ex- 
tensively from  thLs  port  to  New  7-ea- 
luid  Of  these  two  staple  products 
named  Mr.  Croft  remarked  that  it  had 
been  a  difBailt  effort  to  train  the 
New  Zealand  builder  away  from  the 
staple  galviHlid  Iron  rooAng  for  forest 
prtiducts.  and  tn  connection  with  the 
latter  Instead  of  importing  large  puan- 
tlties  of  the  finished  product.  New  Zea- 
land firms  were  bringing  tn  lumber  to 
be  manufactured  al  home  Oouglas  fir. 
or  as  it  is  known  there  "Oregon  pine." 
being  astMiitvaly  fmpmm. 

The  effects  of  the  operation  of  the 
Export  Control  Board  cn  martetlng  of 
produce,  according  to  Mr  Croft,  had 
an  important  influence  on  prices,  and 
caused  a  wide  difference  of  opinion  as 
to  Its  merits,  an  efTort  being  made  to 
adjust  the  inequalities  due  fo  sales  In 
large  and  small  con-signments  in  the 
Old  Country.  The  efTect  on  butter 
prices  had  been  considerable.  Butter 
exporto  repreaentad  a  large  export 
trade  to  Oana^  and  partlei^farly  to 
Britirti  ColumMa. 

Mr.  Croft  foresees  a  great  Increase 
In  trade  due  to  the  extension  of  the 
Canadian  preference  to  New  /.eaUnd. 
which  movement  ha.s  been  veri  popu- 
larly received  In  the  .So'ithern  Oomin- 
iQO.

Not  only  Poland, 
but  the  whole  of  the  European  and 
American  continents,  recognised  the 
fine  patriotic  fervor,  the  encyclopaedic 
knowledge,  the  political  energy  and 
social  pre.siige  which  lay  behind  the 
great  musical  Intellect.  Although  he 
held  the  premiership  of  Poland  only

Th'-  Carlings  Breweries.  Limited,  of 
London.  Ontario,  recently  made  an  of- 
fer of  a  prize  of  t3S,000  for  a  non<>stop 
arooplsne  flight  from  London.  Ontario, 
to  London,  ftigland.  The  advertise- 
ment attracted  more  than  the  average 
attention  because  the  Ontario  tiiquor 
Board,  through  Its  chairman,  made  the 
extraordinary  assertion  that  it  was  a 
violation  of  the  new  Liquor  Control 
Act  of  the  Province.  That  Act  prohib- 
ttg  the  adveftlseiitent  of  liotmr  wares, 

and  now  '  (n.s  been  iiitrrprrtert  bv  the 
Liquor  Board  as  forbidding  also  all 
firms  engaged  tt  thr  manufacture  of 
liquor  from  permitting  their  names  to 
appear  in  the  advertising  columns  of 
the  press.  Preednabty  the  newspapers 
which  printed  the  adverti.sem'-nt  are 
also  luble  to  proeecutiop  for  what  the 
Ontario  Liquor  Board  ccnslden  a  vlo- 
lation  of  the  Act.  There  hav«  |Ncn  no 
{trosecujUona,  io  dnte  and  tlio.LiQuor 
Board's  ^definition  cT  the  Act  has 
aroused  .so  much  hostility  and  --irtirule 
that  It  is  likely  the  Carlings  Breweries

The  ancients  longed  for  fame  and 
recognition.  Mi,vs  Ware  said.  Becatiae 
of  fear  of  ineiirnng  the  wrath  of  their 
masters,  however,  the  Esryptian.s  re- 
sorted to  fcubterfiig.-  in  identifying 
ihslr  works.  Study  of  the  tomb 
walls  and  memorials  has  shown  that 
wherever  possible  the  work  of  the 
artist  was  identified. 

Two  methods  were  generally  adopted. 
Frequently  thev  placed  figure*  of 
themselves  in  among  other  servitors. 
I  offlciaLs.  or  friends  of  the  person  for 
whom  the  work  wa*  being  done  A 
second  method  was  to  rule  off  margins 
and  place  inacrlptions  in  the  space.
